Whereas, l*he senate in particular has become 
an obstructive and useless body, a menace to the 
liberties of the pc«»ple. and an obstacle to social 
growth; .k bixly. many of the members of which 
arc the repfe»nilative» neither of a state n«'»r of 
its people, but solely of certain predatory enm- 
bi.intions. and a body* which, by reason of the 
corruption often attending the election of its 
members, has furnished the gravest public scan¬ 
dals in the history of the nation; and 

Whereas, The instinctive conservatism of the 
people, as fcjientedly proved in all nations, would 
here prove, when operating through the referen¬ 
dum. a surticient check upon such radical innova¬ 
tions or violent Changes a^ might possibly be at¬ 
tempted by a popular representative body: 
Therefore be it 

Resolved, By the senate and house of repre¬ 
sentatives of the United States of America in 
congres*. assembled (two-thinls of each house 
concurring thereini, that the following article is 
proposed as an amendment to the constitution of 
the I’nited Slates, which, when ratified by the 
legislatures of three-fourths of the several states* 


«haU be v'alid to all intents and purposes as g 
part of the constitution r 

^\RTICLE XVItr. 

"Section l. All legislative powers shall be 
vested in the house of representatives. Its t.,-, 
actments, subject to referendum hereinafter pro¬ 
vided for, shall be the supreme law, and the 
president shall have no power to veto them, nor 
shall any court have the power to invalidate them. 

■'Sec, 2. All provisions in the consmution ro- 
lating to the senate are hereby annulled, and the 
duties, rights, and privileges heretofore vested in 
the senate, shall, to the degree and extent de¬ 
termined by the house of representat?Ves, be 
vested in the said house of representatives; and 
the house of representatives shall have poweAto 
enact all necessary measures to vest these duties, 
rights, and privileges in itself. 

“Sec. Upon petition by ftve per centum of 
the qualified voters for members of the tourer 
houses of the state legislatures ia each of threo- 
fourths of the states, hied within ninety days 
after the passage of a law by the house of rep¬ 
resentatives. such law shall be submitted to a 
general referendum; and if such law receives a 
majority of all votes cast at such referendum H 
shall be In effect, but if it faita of a majority it 
shall be null and void.** 


In the House of Representatives, April 27. 1911. 
Mr. Berger introduced the following joint rt>c*Ui- 
tion; w'htch was referred to tiic committee on 
judiciary and ordered to be printed. 


Joint Reaolution 

Proposing an amendment tu the constitution of 
the United States. 

Whereas, Though the ten<leiicy in virtually ill 
eix^ized nations during the century has been 
a constant weakening of the power of the exe- 
cufivc. the judicial, and the Nccondary legislative 
branches of government, and the lodging of sov¬ 
ereign power in a single chamber elected hy the 
people, yet in the United States this natural ten¬ 
dency has been constantly thwarted hy intefests 
inimical to the public welfare who have brought 
about an extension of the powers of the executive 
and the judicial branches and the senate; and 
Whereas, These various checks upon the jiower 
of the popular representative bt>dy have pre¬ 
vented a normal development of .American in*tl- 
tutiona and the enactment of laws in accord with 
the changing needs of the people—a fact evi-

Berliner for letters of in¬ 
troduction to big meat packing con¬ 
cerns of New York and Chicago, also 
to tobacco firms, and decided to come 
with me. Upon arrival in New York 
I went with him in person to help in¬ 
terpret. He returned shortly after, 
without having accomplished any¬ 
thing. It was his intention to es¬ 
tablish direct business relations with 
these firms instead of buying through 
English houses. But he discovered 
that he.could buy through the Eng¬ 
lish houses and have landed at the 
mole in Tenerife cheaper than he 
could buy (shipment excluded) In 
New Yock. The same was true of 
cut tobacco. 

‘T had been using a celebrated baby 
food, bought tucr>» and a friend had 
asked me to secure for her a well- 
known type of sewing machine.

company asking for prices. Their

Rut. the gentlemen .say, some speaking more or less for tlK Cath¬ 
olic church, some for other churches, and for no church, the Socialist 
movement is anti-religious, believes in free love and a few other things. 
Now. I am not a free lover, and I am not anti-religious, and even if I 
wxre. that lias nothing to do with my demand for the social ownership 
of industry. One might be led to believe that in order to love your 
wife, you’d have to stan-e to death together. They say, ‘■^^^ly, your 
leaders are Atheists 1” I do not know whether they are or not. Some 
of them may be. some of them are not. Some of them nmy be Inlidels; 
quite likely some of them ate this, and that, and something else. 1 am 
not in the Socialist movement because someone is an atheist or anything 
else. I might suggest at this juncture that the president of this re¬ 
public, William Taft, is a Unitarian, and that is so danjferously near 
being an atheist that it takes a microscope to see the difference, and 
that he. this Unitarian, the leader of the Republican party, was sup¬ 
ported by high prelates of the Catholic church, and by many members 
of that church. Now, if you want to judge a man or a party because 
of a leader that is an infidel, how can they explain when President 
Taft denies the trinity, denies the immacuUte con«ption, denies the 
apostolic succession, dmies transsuK.tantiation. denies the divinity of 
Jesus Christ, and yet is elected as the leader of the Republican pariy 
and in a meaure by their votes. If we had up such a man, theyd 
point to him as an atheist. “There's your leader I There’s your leader 1 
Denies the trinity, denies it alland then we’d have to get aroiwd and 
explain that we are not responsible for the private views of individ¬ 
uals who may be in the community and who may be members of the

So that integrity coven these two things. When any man speaks 
of integrity, ho speaks of a genera] sense and also of a moral sense. 
We all assume that he meant it in both senses. 

Would the integrity of the individual be imijaired by Socialism? 
Perhaps it would be by tlie kind of Socialism that Father (jassun bad 
in mind. I do not know. But would it be impaired by a social condi¬ 
tion in which the social tools of industry belonged to the whole people 
and were operated by them democratically? What would be the 
effect on the individual? Now, mark you, Sociali.sm does not offer a 
perfect solution, in which all men would be perfect if they got it. 
Socialism merely presents its premise. It is to be the next step in 
the economic progress of the race. It does not assume that under 
Socialism we will all be pure, like Royal Baiting Powder. It declares 
that we will be lifted up above the present animal struggle which now 
ten^ to degra4p us. 

Now, what of the integrity of the Individual under this system, 
moral or otherwise? What of the integrity of a man in business? 
Wl»t is he to do in order to sustain himself against his competitors ?

Here in Boston the otsestion 
of families has become a joke upon the stage. All you have to do is 
to go to any theater and you can hear the home spoken of in the most 
insulting manner, and you sit there and applaud. The most mis¬ 
erable and insulting jokes, ituulting of the relations that ought to exist 
pToperly between man and woman. 

Then, too, I might suggest that if you go down to the cafes and 
the hotels, "respectable” and otherwise, tonight, tomorrow night, next 
night, Saturday night, and see the young girls, the young men—I do 
not want to describe it You know where the places are.
